CANYON. 


As Enthusiastic Account of the Charms 
of a Mountain Retreat 


B l u e C a n y o n , A u g u s t 15, 1S81. 
This place is eminently a resort for Sac­ 
ramento people, for among the throng that 
crowds the vine-covered porch of our hotel 
there is a decided majority in favor of your 
charming city. 
To the casual passer-by 
there comes a feeling of wonder as he 
vainly imagines w hat there is here to lend 
such superior attractions to the place, for 
the number of guests at the overflowing 
hotel seems to indicate most unmistakably 
th at there is something which possesses a 
magnetic power ; sufficient, even, to charm 
from their lovely homes the denizens of 
your beautiful city, as well as those who are 
fanned by the humid winds that come in 
from the sea. 
Few things, however, are 
hard to understand when once they are 
fully explained; and when the veil is 
lifted th at obscures the minds o? some, no 
cause of surprise or wonderment will exist 
as to what invests this mountain retreat 
With its popularity. 


THE 
ELEVATION 
Of this place is about 4,500 feet above the 
level of the sea, thus giving it an incom. 
parable climate, which acts like a balm 
upon the impaired vitals of the invalid, re­ 
storing to the young (where malady has 
robbed them of the boon) the pristine 
vigor of their youth, touching with a magic 
brush and nature’s daintiest hue the fading 
flush of beauty's cheek. 
Thus, ss a sani­ 
tarium, it deserves a rank among the first. 
The air, in its matchless purity, is unex­ 
celled ; the springs, that force their way 
from earth’s high reservoirs until they find 
the light, burst forth from rugged rock 
and woody glen to quench the thirst of 
passers-by, and then roll on in rippling ca­ 
dences until they reach the rushing brook. 
But 
the 
attractions arc not all of a 
sanitary nature, although this impression 
might gain hold upon the mind of the new 
arrival as he sits in front of the bustling 
hostelry and gazes upon tho prospect be­ 
fore him. 
It is not beautiful, I am sorry 
to say ; but it is not the fault of nature, 
for wherever the work of nature’s hand is 
left untouched the eileDt gaze of those who 
look upon the scene speaks more eloquently 
than could words of theirs or mine. 
There 
is nothing so capricious as nature : it re­ 
veals to the delighted gaze a scene of 
matchless beauty, and you stand and look 
in wonder. 
How useless it is to say, 
“ Surely, there is nothing more beautiful 
under the sun !” for if you will follow this 
trail awhile, until you turn the curve of 
yonder mountain, you will certainly then 
exclaim, “ Indeed, nature in this has ex­ 
ceeded herself!” 
No, she has not ; for if 
you proceed you will only find a continua­ 
tion of inspiring scenes, each successive 
one exceeding in magnificence the last. 


THE PECULIARITY OF THE PLACE. 
This may be applied to our immediate vi­ 
cinity ; and the peculiarity of the place, 
slightly foreshadowed in its name, lends a 
soft, hazy charm to the more distant moun­ 
tains worthy, indeed, of a Campbell’s im­ 
m ortal verse. It may be imagined by some 
th at this place received its name, not from 
any natural phenomenon, but that it was 
bestowed upon it by some wag to indicate 
the normal state of the dwellers here. But 
no ; such is not the fa c t; and we, its tran­ 
sient denizens, rise en masse and meet 
the libel face to face. 
Among the natural 
features most worthy of note in this vicin­ 
ity is the “ ditch.” 
But, upon reflection, 
a ditch ¡3 not considered a “ natural fea­ 
ture.” 
Indeed it would be a novel sight to 
look at nature, armed with a pick and 
shovel, digging a ditch forty miles long ; 
hewing around the mountain side, catting 
through flinty rocks, felling lofty trees and 
spanning mighty chasms with leaky and 
precarious aqueducts. 
A NOVEL SIGHT, 
I say, indeed. 
But, if nature did not 
make the course, she smote with her rnagic 
w-and the ancient rock where mountain 
top and sky unite, from whence leap3 forth 
asparkling, purling stream, worthy, indeed, 
of its celestial source ; worthy, indeed, to 
fill the chalice of a god. 
Sad it is to say, 
however, that after this beautiful stream 
has toiled along for forty miles, curving 
around the mountain tides, the sun shin­ 
ing brightly upon its dimpled face, now 
running slowly through some dark, dank 
tunnel, aud now over a high aqueduct, 
with the verdure far below reaching up to 
catch the diamond drop3 that fall, and 
here on this rugged mountain side, dashing 
and crashing down in a turgid, boiling 
cataract, whirling around the rocks it has 
torn from their places, climbing over trees 
it has felled across its path, hissing and 
seething and foaming along, even as “ the 
water comes down at Ladoro 
it is sad, 
indeed, I say, to contemplate that the sole 
end and ambition of this beautiful, sparis- 
ling, dimpled stream is to ultim ately force 
its entire volume through a three-inch 
nozzle. 
Regardless of its sad fate there 
are many delightful walks along its banks, 
as its source lays through a 


MOST ROMANTIC 
Portion of the mountains; and, indeed, I 
am inclined to think it would be a popular 
lovers’ walk but for one objection—it is 
necessary to proceed along it “ Ingin file,” 
or else walk very close together, which 
would not do, of course n o t! 
From an 
adjacent trail many a majestic view pre­ 
sents itself to the admiring eye. 
The one 
which most impresses, and the one I have 
now in mind, is a scene of such tremendous 
grandeur that the vision fails to grasp its 
mighty Ecope at once, aud all the functions 
of the mind suspend, save one, and that is 
wonder. 
Beneath me yawns a chasm of 
such awful depth the eye declines to fathom 
it. 
On either side the tall, majestic pines 
stand in regal pride, and as far away as 
the eye can reach, over mountains, trees 
and valleys, a mantle of the most ethereal 
blue is spread, while far above, 
“ Becalmed along tlie summer skj-, 
The argosies of cloud-land lie." 
How im potent arc words and human 
skill in portraying the beauties of N ature 1 
This was the burden of my thoughts after 
I had vainly attem pted to translate in 
words the grandeur of the scene ; and even 
now, as I recall the reverie in which I in­ 
dulged, the invocation that I uttered at the 
time is still fresh in my mind : 
“ Oh, 
most gracious muses, from thy enchanted 
lyres strike but one inspiring note, that I 
may catch its melody and tune my song to 
fit the glorious scene; th at all the world 
may h e a r; 
that it may find immortal 
fame ! ” 
I t must have been 
A HOLIDAY FOR THE MUSES, 
Or they m ust have left their lyres at home, 
for I did not hear a note ; but as the wind 
rustled the leaves of an adjacent oak I im­ 
agined I heard them shake their gauzy 
wings and soar defiantly and scornfully 
away. 
Spurned thus by the capricious 
patrons of 
undying 
song, I breathed 
another prayer : 
“ Oh, ye departed shades 
of the immortal bards, dip an inspired quill 
in some unfading ink and place it in 
my nerveless hand, that I may sing the 
praise3 of this scene in lasting verse.” 
I t was v a in ; each sullen shade placed 
his quill behind his classic ear, looked 
frowningly at the boldness of such com­ 
mon clay, and solemnly strode away. 
This is only one of the scenes which de­ 
lights our g*ze; and right around the 
curve of yonder mountain, so they say, is 
one of such superior and transcendent 
beauty that, after viewing it, one would 
walk by this with but a passing glance. 
Thug, it will be seen, that although this 
place is well adapted for the mo9t supine 
repose aud rest, there is enough to admire 
to banish sluggish lethargy ; enough, in­ 
deed, to daify feed the wandering eye 
w ith new delights.

his sister to make her will in his favor, as she 
is heir to a considerable estate, and that hi* 
treatment of her is with a view to her early 
decease. 
In the Mint investigation M. K. Cody, 
Stephen Wing, Mr. Patterson, Win. 
Ed­ 
wards and O. D. Munson, employes in the 
Mint, testified that no orders had been made 
by the Superintendent which would work to 
the benefit of any 
particular depositor. 
Lcuis McLane, President of the Nevada 
Bank, testified to tho common rumor that 
Superin'endent 
Dodge 
has 
favored 
tbo 
Anglo-Californian Bank in the matter of the 
reception of base bullion, but of my own 
knowledge I know of no singlo fact tending 
to establish such rumor. 
We have sold a 
great deal of bulló n to the Government 
direct and delivered lo tl:u Mint here. Much 
of that is what is called Wiegand bars. T hat 
is a buliion refined by the Wiegand process, 
iuveuted by the late Conrad WiegactLof V ir­ 
ginia City, and which contains nothing but 
refined silver and refined copper. Mr. Dodgo 
told me at one time that if qny of the bars 
were found to contain anytning but copper 
and silver, we would be charged with the 
cost of parting and relining. 
Daniel Meyers, 
a bullion dealer, testified that he had no 
knowledge of any discrimination in favor of 
any bullion dealer by Superintendent Dodgo. 
He had dealt heavily with the Mint and 
Government since 18Gl>, and had always been 
treated satisfactorily. 
His clerks had com­ 
plained that bars 580 and 590 fine had been 
rejected, saying that they thought other 
de.-.lers conld have had them accepted, bnt 
he (the witness) was sati-Ged that he had 
always received full justice. 
Hansen, a bullion dealer, testified to being 
always treated fairly by Dodge. 
He knew 
of nothing 
indicating favoritism. 
I do 
know, however, r.ll abont how the rumors 
originated; probably know more about it 
than any one else, 
ft was about a year «go, 
when our clerk heard a demand made in this 
Mint, by the Anglo-Californian Bank, for 
a rebate amounting to about $1.000, on refiu- 
¡Dg charges made on Northern Belle bullion. 
We went to the Northern Belle people and 
said that if they were paying charges on 
their bullion, I cculd give them better rates 
than they were getting. 
A t tho time ho re­ 
ferred to, a rumor was started that the 
Anglo-Californian Bank had the ineide track 
of the Mint, but there appeared to be no 
foundation for the story. A t the time, about 
a year ago, he was told that there was a gen­ 
tleman at the Palace Hotel who was actively 
hunting up evidence against Mr. Dodge, and 
had been told the rumor referred to above. 
L. M. Tompkins, accountant in the Hong­ 
kong and Shanghai Bank, testified that the 
bank had deposited bullion in the Mint. 
H e 
had never, in his transactions with Mr. 
Dodge, been ruado awaro of any acts of 
favoritism or discrimination cn the part of 
the Superintendent. 
E. F. White, Coiner of the Mint, testified 
that in July, when he followed tbe system 
of his predecessor, Cicott, lie had produced 
47 per cent, coin from ingots, aud in the first 
half cf this month, following an im p ro v ed 
m an n er of treating ¡Dgots, he had producen 
54 per cent, coin from irgota operated upon.

do not know why he did, but he made the 
showing in his department unfavorable about 
February 1st, alleging the cause to be bad 
metal, although in fact tho metal was better 
than it bad been in the previous year.” 
J. C. Ball, cashier for J. B. Haggin, had 
deposited bullion in the Mint, and kuew of 
no unfairness or discrimination towards de­ 
positors. He had been charged different 
rates for different dejw-its cf bullion from 
the same mine and mill, and did not quite 
understand bow it should be so.

THE PRESIDENT. 
Contrary to expectation the President 
rallied somewhat yesterday morning, and 
after noon was able to take and retain in 
his stomach Bome slight liquid nourish­ 
ment. The intimation of a belief that 
his nausea was the result of blcoil-pr ison- 
ing caused the surgeons to make a very 
careful examination of the wound at mid­ 
day, ar.d the result v, as a confirmation of 
their previous conviction that there were 
no 
indications ef 
py emia 
j resent. 
Yesterday aftemo: n there was an encour­ 
aging fall in the pulse, accompanied by a 
rise in tempetature indicating renewed 
strength, ami not fever. The President’s 
skin was described as being cool and moist, 
and the physicians, who had evidently 
almost despaired ef his rallying the night 
before, Once more began to entertain hopes 
that he would overcome the crisis. It is, 
however, evident that his case remains 
very critical. His strength is so utterly- 
depleted that a comparatively slight fur­ 
ther relapse would be fatal. He has no 
reserve force of any kind remaining. He 
is liviug upon the small quantities of nour­ 
ishment which can be administered by 
injection, and the still smaller quantities 
which can be admitted to his delicate and 
morbidly sensitive stomach. A very slight 
over estimate of what he can assimilate 
may at any moment brirg back the nausea, 
and it is too much to hope that he could 
survive another relapse. While therefore 
there may be some ground for hope at this 
moment, it is exceedingly faint and uncer­ 
tain ; and so long as it remains impossible 
to restore the tone of his Btomach to an 
extent that will permit of the free admin­ 
istration of nourishing foetd, his life will 
hang npon a hair. 
THE FOLLY OF r.R. H.-iMKOHD. 
We should have thought that Dr. Ham­ 
mond would have had enough of blind 
criticism in his first tilt with the Presi­ 
dent’s doctots, but ye-terday he returned 
to the charge, and expressed his opinion to 
a reporter {of course for publication) that 
the President’s nausea was the result of 
blood-poisoning, and not of dyspepsia; 
that this blood-poisoning had been goiDg 
on ever since the President had a chill • 
that the doctors had so maltreated their 
patient as to exhaust his vitality; and that 
in fact they h id virtually killed him. This 
wa3 a very audacious way for a physician 
to talk who knew nothing of the case be­ 
yond what lie had gathered from the 
official bulletins and the press statements. 
It would have been a very extraordinary 
way to talk had his knowledge been much 
fuller. But under the circumstances it 
was what Dr. Agncw characterized it as, 
namely, “ infamous.” Investigation yes­ 
terday showed that there was no trace of 
blood-poisoning, and the physicians who 
made this investigation, and who testified 
to its results, are certainly collectively 
much better authority than l>r. Hammond, 
who makes his malignant criticism from 
the distance 01 New York, and who has 
no means of ascertaining the truth of 
what he alleges. Such conduct on the 
part of a physician as he has been guilty 
of in this case is happily very seldom wit­ 
nessed, but it is as indecent and discredit­ 
able an exhibition as has occurred in a 
long time, 
* 


The long struggle over the Bpoils between 
the San Francisco Democrats and the Sand- 
lotters has ended in the usual w ay. An 
alliance and a division have been effected, 
the Democrats giving the Sandlottera the 
best and most important of the oftioes, and 
thus conceding to that element the control 
of the Democratic party. This event has 
much more than a local interest, for it in­ 
volves the dominance of the communistic 
element in Democratic State politics as 
well. The class of men who have thus 
been given the lead in the San Francisco 
Democracy are at once the most worthless 
and mischievous element ia politics. They 
embraca all the lowest order of ccrner- 
grocery loafers, bar-room statesmen, igno­ 
rant ranters, venal vote-sellers, trouble- 
breeding communists, and enemies of law 
and order, in the metropolis. They are 
under (he lead of the most unscrupulous 
and dishonest demagogues. They can be 
counted on to support and take their share 
in whatever thieving schemes their 
“ bosssa ” may devise, and they will vote 
early and oiten for any rascal who may by 
hook or crook secure a nomination. This 
is the hind of a li.s the Democracy of 
San Francisco has surrendered to, and put 
in the van of thsir battle, and it is upon 
the strength of such an alliance that they 
are about to ask the citizens of San Fran­ 
cisco to elect their candidates and these of 
the Sandlot. That unfortunate city has 
suffered enough in the past from the 
rogues' who have in unending succession 
fastened themselves upon her treasury, 
but the arrangement just concluded threat­ 
ens her with an era of rascality to which 
everything that has gone before will seem 
pure in comparison. 
The Democracy has abandoned even the 
pretense of a regard for the general welfare 
in making this shameful alliance. It ha3 
thrown away every disguise and announced 
itself as desirouj of nothing but plunder. 
It proposes to put the chief municipal 
oiiices in the hands of the nominees of men 
who do not understand the first principles of 
honest administration, and who if they did 
understand those principles would never 
act upon them. It is said that Kalloch is 
at the bottom of the recent arrangement. 
That though his reputation is so bad that 
the Democrats dare not avow their connec­ 
tion with him, jet his control of the Com­ 
munistic clement Í3 so absolute that the 
Democratic managers have been forced to 
accept his terms, ami to content them­ 
selves with his leavings. Kalloch has been 
more shrewd than Ivearney. The latter 
has lo3t his influence by trj-ing to raise the 
standard of his followers. Kalloch knew 
better than that, and he has retained his 
authority by keeping carefully cn the same 
level with his supporters. The prospect 
for San Francisco is a dark one. There is 
indeed some present dissatisfaction among 
those old-time Democrats who have failed 
to keep up with the times, and who are 
foolish enough to imagine that there is 
still room for decency and patriotism in 
their party. But the probability that 
there are enough of these Democrats to 
produce any considerable affect upon the 
vote is very slight. It is a Democratic 
characteristic to vote the straight ticket 
without regard to consequences, and no 
matter how- bad the ticket may be this 
blind fidelity to the dictates of the leaders 
is generally observed. 
It would bo idle to shut our eyes to the 
fact that the Democrats and Sandlotters in 
combination form a strong party. The 
only question is whether they control votes 
enough to carry the day. The Republicans 
will of course vote their ticket solidly, and 
if there is any decent floating vote in the 
city it ought to be found on the side of the 
Republicans. But we have seen too much 
of San Francisco politics to put much faith 
in this kind of reinforcement, and as the 
case Btand3 we fear the Democrat Com­ 
munists have the odds in favor of them. 
If the decent elements of San Francisco 
were in the habit.of going to the polls on 
election day in anything like their full 
strength, the situation would be more hope­ 
ful, though it has for some years been ex­ 
tremely doubtful whether these elements 
really possess a majority on a full count. 
The Republican press, however, ha3 an ex­ 
cellent opportunity to show its mettle, for 
it certainly has never had a more vulner­ 
able foe to encounter, and it ought to do 
effective work in the remaining time. The 
success of the Democrat-Communist com­ 
bination would be calamitous not only for 
San Francisco but for the whole State. It 
would necessarily set the political key-note 
for State politics as regards the Democratic 
partj’, and ail the Democratic influences 
emanating from San Francisco would 
thenceforth be of the most objectionable 
character. We hope still that the corrupt 
alliance may be defeated, and this must 
also be the desire not only of honest men 
throughout the State, but of all country 
Democrats who wish to see their party 
worth belonging to.

Serious Trouble 011 the l.order Interna­ 
tional Complications Imminent Par­ 
ticulars or llie Uillieully. 
T ojhwtone, August 17th.—I he Epitaph of 
yesterday coutaina the following particulars 
of the border troubles: Last evening news 
reached town that Dick Gray, the youDgtst 
son of M. Gray, of our city, had been killed, 
together with four others, by Mexicans, near 
New .Mexico. A bout an hour iater Andy Ames 
and Joe Trebble arrived from the tcei.e oi the 
murder and confirmed the uews. There are 
several reports as to the causes that led to the 
lamentable affair. The particulars are as fol­ 
lows : A party, consisting of William Lang, 
Dick Gray, Jim Crane, Charles Snow, Thos. 
S. Clanton, William Beyers and Harry Em- 
shaw, camped last Friday night in Guadalupe 
canyon, about 110 miles east from Tomb­ 
stone, very near the Mexican line. Early 
on Saturday morniDg the party were 
attacked 
by Mexicans, 
and 
Lang, 
Gray, Crane, Snow and Clanton were 
killed. Beyers escaped with a wouud in the 
abdomen, while Ernthaw ran away amidst 
a shower of bullet?, one of which grazed his 
nose. He estima’es that the Mexican party 
numbered front 25 to 30 men. The condition 
of the camp indicated that the attack was 
made just as the murdered men were getting 
up. One had evidently been killed while yet 
lying down. Jim Crane, it will be remem­ 
bered, was concerned in the murder of Budd 
Philpot. He joined the fated party at mid­ 
night Friday, and was only camped with 
them for the night. He was a fugitive from 
justice, and an outlaw7, and the six bullets 
that struck him were well expended. Win. 
LaBg was a young man about 22 years of age, 
and had been in that section of country with 
cattle about three months. In conversation 
with his father last eveniug, the Epitaph 
reporter learned that the two came to Ari­ 
zona from Kansas about five months ago. 
They are men of large capital, have had an 
extended experience in the stock business, 
an! intended putting about 10,000 head of 
cattle on their range, had it not been for the 
border troubles. The son was bringing in 
some beef cattle for the Tombstone market 
when killed. Mr. Jiang leaves to-day to see 
that his son’s body ia propeily buried, and to 
remove hi? cattle to some less turbulent lo­ 
cality. The immediate cause of the killing 
is stated as-follows : A party of “ rustlers,” 
a? they are called, went down into Mexico 
la-,t month and Btole some cattle. They 
were followed by the Mexicans, who got so 
close upon them that they were obliged 
to abandon the stock. 
This was done ia 
the vicinity of the late murder. The Mexi­ 
cans took tho stock and started back home, 
at the same time picking up such cattle and 
horses as they chanced to meet, Tho stock 
was missed, and a party of sixteen Ameri­ 
cans started in pursuit, overtook the Mexi­ 
cans, had a fight with them, and retook the 
stock. This occurred during the latter part 
of July. It is probable that the recent raid­ 
ers were some of the same party defeated 
last month. Great excitement has prevailed 
in Tombstone and vicinity for the past 
twenty-four hours. A larga party has been 
raided to avenge the murders, headed by 
Mike Gray and Mr. Long, who had sons 
killed. The Chanten boys, whose father 
was murdered, 
also 
havo raised a 
body of 
meD, 
altogether numbering 
over 200 as desperate a gang as could be 
imagined. 
They rendezvous at Soldiers’ 
Home, 25 miles east of this city, and will 
carry the war into Mexico. Great appre­ 
hension is felt for Americans in Sonora, as it 
will more than likely be a war of retaliation. 
We are hourly expecting a collision. Mexican 
troops are iu force on this line and will repel 
the invaders. Governor Fremont being ab­ 
sent, there is no head to the American force?, 
and lawlessness seems to be the order of the 
day. 
Serious international complications 
will arise unless immediate step? are taken 
to put a stop to the movement on foreign 
soil. Blood will flow like water before an 
other week rolls round.

George Spiker yesterday exhibited samples 
of this year’s growth cf H avana tobacco 
raised by hi n on Lowell's ranch, about three 
miles front this city. 
H e this year had in 
five acres. 
The yield is estim ated at from 
900 to 1,200 pounds per acre. 
The first crop 
he harvested six weeks ago, and cured it w ith 
much success. 
He gets three crops a 3 ear. 
T his is his secm d ye r o'f the experim ent in 
this count}-. 
He says he is confident this 
clim ate and soil is r.dmirably adapted to to­ 
bacco culture, 
l’he w inter frosts did not 
•affect the p:..nts, which were of com sc prop­ 
erly shelter-h the first of which came u p.in 
February. 
Tbo H avana seed he p ut ia in 
Ja n u a ry ; the placis spring np in about 
three weeks. 
Hate ia M arch, tho weather 
being favorable, they are transplanted. 
Mr. 
Spiker was a to b aco g ro w er in Guatem ala, 
and 
also 
iu 
Australia. 
The 
climate 
for tobacco is here, 
in his estimation, 
equal to th at cf Central America, 
and 
the soil is just »s go d, if not better, while 
the worms th at are liable to injure the plants 
are fewer and less destiuotive here. 
M r 
Spiker is dr.sirous of ascertaining the where­ 
abouts cf W . .iones of Danville, V a . a t - 
bacco m anufacturer who was iu tins city a 
few weeks ago, looking into the queslion of 
tobacco culture in California, ar.d who went 
from here to .Sou Francisco with the intention 
of returning iu tim e to meet farmers and 
growers at the State Fair iu September. M r. 
Spiker, being asked concerning his curing 
process, replied th at it was his secret. 
I t is 
the result of long experience, aud therein lies 
any success to b; attained here in the indus­ 
try. 
A ny process which will cure the leaf 
after drying-, so as to make it properly tough, 
and prevent it growing brittle before d in in g 
to the m anufacturer’s hands, is to be ap­ 
proved. 
Thus far his tobacco-growing here 
has been experimenta!, but to him success­ 
fully so. 
The plants from the II ivana seed--, 
he says, do not here producá tho long, rank 
leaf which proved s . disastrous to tobacca- 
growers on some cf the too rich soils of other 
vaiieys of California, and which rankness no 
curing process u-ed by those growers would 
successfully treat.

CHINATOWN PREACHING. 


Chinese M issionaries Ku-Sluxed, b u t Not 
Terrified. 


The Chinese helpers or interpreters con­ 
nected w ith the Chinese Missions in this city 
are in the habit of holding 
missionary 
services, consisting of reading the Scriptures, 
exhortation and singing, on Third street, near 
I, each Sabbath afternoon, and their meet­ 
ings are generally quite largely attended by 
their fellow-countrymen. I t seems th at some 
of the disciples of Confucius have however 
become dissatisfied w ith the effect of these 
meetings, and on Sunday last when the lead­ 
ers came to the usual ¡lace to hold their 
services they found posted up a large white 
piece of paper covered with Chinese charac­ 
ters, and which was a solemn warning from 
the adherents of ieol worship against further 
efforts by their wayward Celestial brethren 
to c invert the Chinese to the ways of Chris­ 
tianity. 
I t may not be generally known that 
a wbita poster of this class has the same 
signiiicAEce to the Chinese, th at a black p ap ;r 
of the same size of the Ku-klux K laa order, 
and headed with skull and cross-bones, would 
to the Southern colored voter, but 6uch is the 
case. 
W hite is the emblem ef mourning 
among the Chinese, the same as in Russia 
and various other countries, and the pasting 
up of a white paper, among the superstitious 
Chinese, is a warning to them of impending 
danger in the most expressive and terrifying 
form. 
I t «-is supposed, therefore, by those 
who had pu t up this white death warning 
th at their missionary countrym en—whom 
they regard as ‘‘led estray from the true 
w ay”— would, as soon as they saw the poster, 
leave the locality with the same fear of the 
white paper as formerly, and th at then the 
Christian street preaching would be brought 
to a close. They found, however, apparently 
to their great surprise, th a t in getting “ led 
estray” from tho common faith of the 
Chinese the followers of the new religión had 
also lost their superstitious fear of white 
papt r 
placed upon a wall, and aetual- 
lv, to the 
utter 
horror 
and 
bieath- 
it-s 
astonishment 
of 
those 
who 
had 
solemnly ( laced it there, p ut their líanos 
u] m it, and proceed’d to take it down and 
rea 1 it. 
This was too much for the neives of 
the so-cllled followers of Confucius, who had 
gathered in large numbers to rce the annihi­ 
lating effect of the Ku-klux sch-me they had 
set forth to stay the work of their energetic 
kin? men who had been converted to the new­ 
fangled faith. 
The placard, whae interpreted 
and reduced to American comprehension, 
read as fo'.loW3 : 
“ I t D claimed by tho C hristian preachers 
that C hrLt is the Lord of heaven and earth 
and the Creator. 
They only preach to make 
money, aud it is useless to dispute w ith them, 
but something m ust be said to inform the 
people against tins new false religiou. 
I t is 
learned from C hristianity that Je3tis was 
born ouly 1,881 years ago, which proves that 
it is false th at he mat’e the world ; and tell­ 
ing a falsehood about this, they cannot be 
believed about anything else. 
Or, it Jesus 
was born before the world was made, then 
there was no w rid to lndd him when he was 
first born, or for him to be upon, and his 
parents would have starved to death. 
How 
is it th at you fellows keep so happy when 
you preach 
such 
news as 
this 
to us 1 
Notice is hereby given th at such 
of the 
Chinese people as have been converted t) 
Christianity m ust not follow that way any 
more. 
Moreover, this religion m ust not bs 
preached ar,y more on the street, and if any 
shall do so they vpll be arrested by the Six 
C impauiss and pdnished for preaching false 
doct inea and deceiv ng the people. 
They 
shall be given eighty 1 ishes and then dragged 
to the grav.yard and burned alive ; their 
bones shall not be taken back to China, but 
shall remain foreign ghosts forever. 
And 
then they can believe ia Jesus all they are a 
mind to. 
W hoever shall dare to take this 
white notice down shall be the son of no 
father ” 
W ith the superstitions fear in which ti e 
Chinese regard the white placard, and ths 
terrible doom it pronounced upon the invad­ 
ing Chinese converts, it was thought it would 
prove an’ample and effective exterm inator to 
the young C hriuian zeal, but when the 
lea ler of the small band took it down, and 
holding it iu his hands cammsnced reading it 
out h ud to the audience, and arguing in favor 
of the new faith, the superstitious hearers be­ 
gan to fall back toward the oppo.-ita side of 
the street, evidently expecting th at such a 
presumption would result in the earth open­ 
ing and swallowing them and th at part of 
Chinatown up. 
Two Christian Chinese then spoke for some 
tima to the large num ber th at gathered, and 
endeavored to make a strong point towards 
breaking down their superstitions fears, show 
ing th at white posters were harmless, and 
also th at the idols which they worship were 
no more account and could be destroyed by 
any of them at any time, and hence could 
not be gods th at had any power to do them 
good or eviL 
They a’so told their hearers 
th at they were not follower* cf Oonfuciu», 
as they claimed to lie, fo r he urged all men 
to study and seek for th e truth, hut they pro­ 
posed t > commit crime to prevent their read­ 
ing and deciding for themselves. 
The placard secured a large audience, and 
the speakers seized the opportunity to boldly 
denounce idol worship and the superctitious 
ceremonies and beliefs connected with it. 
They concluded by inviting these who wrote 
aud put up the white poster to come to tie 
Missions, and promising th at they should be 
kindly treattd. 
Their opponents then dis- 


PEACE 
AND 
GOOD 
ORDER. 


The following ordinance was introduced at 
the meeting of the Board of C ity Trustees 
last Monday, and after being read was laid 
over for one week under the rule governing 
the passage of ordinances. 
As will be seen, 
it is intended for a more stringent measure 
against the present extreme boldness of the 
social evil, and includes prohibition and a 
¡lenalty for the sling shot nuisance in all 
forms and varieties. 
The ordinance is en­ 
titled, “ A n ordinance to proviJe for the 
preservation of the peace and good order, in 
certain esses,” and la as follows : 
Section 1. No female having the reputation 
of being a lewd woman, tliall exhibit herself 
upon any public street or public place, and 
by her looks, acts, motions, gestures or 
words indicate or denote her character, oren- 
tic?, or endeavor to entice, any person to en­ 
ter any house or room for lewd purposes. No 
person shall appear upon any public street or 
public place iu an indecent or lewd dress. 
See. 2. No person shall be or appear upon 
any private premises or in any private house, 
in a state of drunkenness or intoxication to 
the annoyar.ee cf any other person. 
Sec. o. No person shall make use of, or 
have in his possession, any sling shot or other 
instrum ent or device by means of which mis­ 
siles of any kind or description are hurled or 
projected. 
Sec. 4. No person shall, without authority 
of law, disturb any funeral or other lawful 
procession or assemblage. 
Sec. 5. A ny person violating any of the 
provisiocs of this ordinance shall, upon con­ 
viction, be fined in a sum not exceeding §200, 
or by imprisonment not exceeding ten days, 
or by both such fine and imprisonment. 
Sec. C. This ordinance shall take effect im­ 
mediately.

boy, 
crazsd w ith fright, fled w ith the 
phenom enal speed w hich 
overm astering 
terro r som etim es lends to th e feet of the 
pursued, and for ten loug, w eary, h ea't- 
aore years th a t was th e last seen or heard 
of him by his anxious, disconsolate, perse­ 
cuted m other.

His 
stomach nevertheless was finally controlled, 
and he had no further trouble with it until 
this last relapse. From present indications, 
I am confident, in a marked degree, of once 
m >re conquering this latest obstacle to his 
convalescence.”

Tne story reached the jail that the President 
tvas dying, and Guitteau climbed up to the 
windows and 
otherwise seemed excited. 
Guard McGill watched him closely, feariug 
he would attempt suicide. He opened the 
cell door, and seeing something in his hand, 
and fearing that it was a knife, said : “ What 
are you doing with that knife?’’ Guitteau 
looked up excitedly, and paid : “ So help me 
God! 1 have no knife.” McGill insisted 
that he had, when Guitteau sprang furiously 
at his throat. McGill drew back, ami the 
knife entered his coat collar, cutting off the 
upper button, and made a clean stroke to the 
left of the shoulder. The guard cocked his 
revolver, when Guitteau dropped the knife 
and grasped the pistol, crying for help, and 
saying he was being shot. The pistol was 
accidentally discharged, and the guards en- 
teiing disarmed Guitteau, who says he was 
acting in self-defense. Babe Bedford, who 
form-rly occupied the cell, had probably con­ 
cealed the knife there, which Guitteau found. 
It is a cheese or criminal substitute for a 
pocket-knife, with a razor or dagger blade 
two or three inches long and half an inch 
broad. Wiien the guard remarked that he 
thought the pistol shot had settled the dog, ! 
Guitteau. who was well pleased at his escape, 
said : “ My dear sir, that’s too important a 
subject for j iking. A life is valuable.”

Th¡3 is the discov­ 
ery of the existence of Jules Benant, Sir Rog­ 
er’s servant in South America, who verifies 
the story of Colonel Barnes’ client, and says 
that he will give corroborative testimony. 
The sister of the alleged claimant’s wife lives 
in Brooklyn, and is a Mrs. Earl. After Fer­ 
ris’ statement came from San Francisco she 
denied that he was Roger Tichborne, for va­ 
rious reasons. Ferris’ second marriage has 
been made distasteful to the relatives of his 
first wife, and they hate him bitterly and 
denounce him as an impostor on every occa­ 
sion. Their denunciation, however, brought 
forward the following from Jules Benant i 
Ilr f t a I/), August 13th. 
Mrs. Earl— Mxdam : I see that you have been giv­ 
ing out that the nun in California wlo claims to be 
Sir Roger Tichborne is not Sir Roger, but is your 
brother-in-law unJ an imposter. 
You and bis 
daughter were wrong to pay this, as I can prove 
that he is 'he real Sir Ri ger, as you will see from 
what I now have to say. 1 am the Jules Benant 
who w a s valet to Sir Roger. He engaged me at 
Valparaiso in 1653. 1 travehdw ith him to Callao 
and Lima, and from there went to Ecuador. Sir 
Roger never embarked in the Belle, hut went across 
South America on the pampas. Sir Roger was taken 
with fever and had to be carried to the abode of 
Juenna Sanchez, near Co madu. I stayed with him 
more than one week and thought he must die. I 
was sick myself with fever, so I went to Concepcion, 
where I wad ill for a long time. 
I did not take Sir 
Roger’s baggage nor jewelry, but only a little money 
to pay my expenses, and if they were stolen it was 
not by me, but by some one else. 
I did aii I could 
for Sir Roger. I always thought that Sir Roger was 
dead until I met him in 1S01. He was then a Lieuten­ 
ant in the Third Wisconsin Cavalry. He passed then 
under the name of Charles Ferris. 
He seemed mad 
against me, for he wou'd not recognize me, although 
I tried to speak with him. Sir Roger left the regi­ 
ment some time after. 
I know that the claimant 
in England could not be Sir Roger, but I said noth­ 
ing, and have said nothing of this before, because 
I had plenty of good reasons to keop quiet. But 
you are wrong to say this is not Sir Roger. 
I can 
prove that he is. 1 am going to Canada for a few 
days, and shall then go to New Y'ork and see you 
and demonstrate to you that you are wrong to say 
what you did. Sir Roger can ho identified by the 
marks which he has U|>on his body. I know those 
marks well and I can swear to them. Keep quiet 
about this until I see you 
It is to your interest 
and tbat of his daughter that Sir Roger gets that 
which to him belongs.

This letter beare a Buffalo post-mark of 
August 13:h, and tvas received by Mrs. Earl 
this morning.

House o f Commons. 
L o n d o n, August 17tb.—In the House of 
Commons to-day, on a motion for going into 
committee on supply, Parnell moved that 
the Coercion Act had not been administered 
in accordance with the pledges which the 
Ministers had given when they induced Par­ 
liament to suspend the Constitution, and he 
declared that the action of the Government 
in regard to coercion prevented any gratitude 
for the land bill. It was well known, he 
said, that but for the Land League the whole 
strength of the Honse of Commons would be 
unavailirgtof rue the land hill through the 
House of Lords. He thought the Irish peo­ 
ple would be wise if they continued to rely 
upon their own exertions, which had procured 
them such an installment of just rights. Mr. 
Laiior, Daly and others followed Parnell. 
The principal point made by all the speakers 
was that the power of arrest under the Coer­ 
cion Act had been used to crush political 
agitation, and not against the sufferers whom 
the Chief Secretary for Ireland (Forster) de­ 
nounced in his ‘ptech introducing the co­ 
ercion bill. William Johnson, Solicitor-Gen­ 
eral for Ireland, replied, denying these accu­ 
sations. He said he hoped before long, when 
peace and order were thoughly restored, that 
the prison doors might be thrown open. An­ 
derson, Advanced Liberal member for Glas 
gow, joined Nolan in urging the release of 
the “ suspects." The latter, iu urging an 
immediate release, said if the Government 
waited until every one in Ireland was con­ 
tented with the land bill, the release of the 
piisoners would be long deferred. The de­ 
bate was then adjourned. 


In d e m n itie s C laim ed by O th e r N ations. 
L ondon, August 17th.— An active ex­ 
change of dispatches has been proceeding for 
the last few days between London and Ma­ 
drid on the subject of the indemnities claimed 
by English, Italian and Spanish suhjects 
from the Bey of Tunis, in connection with 
the bombardment of Sfax, and it is believed 
that there is a prospect of an understanding 
being arrived at, even the Bey declaring his 
impatience to take hold of the matter and 
have in amicably settled.

James Gray Wilson. The suhjects to be 
discussed at the Conference are public inter­ 
national law, internaliigial commercial law 
and international maritime law, and embrace 


also arbitration and disarmament. Among 
the American deleí ates who have left to at­ 
tend the Conference are David D. Field, F.

The sixth, an animal, etc. 
The seventh, 
on the north front, the Empress: 
“ She 
will be to the French a tender mother.” 
The eighth, the cipher of tire Emperor and 
Empress : 
“ We owe to him the happiness 
of the august spouse, who has given him so 
exalted a place in her thoughts.” The 
ninth, the Seine : 
“ His love will recog­ 
nize the gift he has made us.” The tenth, 
the Danube : 
“ He enriches us with what 
he most dearly values.” 
The eleventh, 
the arms of the Empire. 
The twelfth, the 
arms of Austria. 
The illuminations were
